The evidence and the arguments are in, and tomorrow the 


case goes to the jury. That is to say—to you, the men and 
.women of New Hampshire. 


What the Constitutional Convention did or might have done 


is not the question now. The question is what we men and 
women are going to do at the polls with a proposition that, no 
matter how it is worded, means if adopted'the surrender of 
•popular control over the legislature in the matter of taxation,- 
and the opening of the way/to a general income tax. 


It would be the merest platitude to say that, no matter what 


the verdict is to be, a full vote is wanted. Of course it is. That 
as perfectly true, but also perfectly unimportant. More than a 
full vote is wanted. 
A vote that _ shall "bury this proposed 


amendment is wanted—a vote that'shall.bury it so deep that 
there will be no more maneuvering to bring about an income 
tax, but instead an honest effort to .equalize taxation by any 
one of several possible methods that are entirely practical. 


There is no question that the demand for tax reform is insis- 


tent 
Make the defeat of this amendment equally emphatic j organization, 


and you force upon your political leaders the task of.formulat- 
The industrial committee has been 


ing a reform measure unencumbered by subtle concessions to 
legislative absolutism. 


And this, let us repeat, is up to you. Many public men have 


done sturdy work in opposition to this scheme. Most of the 
editors of the state have done newspaper work against it calcu- 
lated to make a newspaperman proud-to be'associated with 
them. Scores, probably hundreds, of plain people have,.com- 
municated their ideas to all our papers. On the face of things, 
it looks as if the amendment were handsomely beaten. But it 
is the vote alone that tells in the end, and the vote is up to you. 


Let us take nothing.f or granted. Let us leave nothing to the 


other fellow. The two questions at stake, the two questions 
lurking behind the formal proposal, are personal to you. One 
'involves your constitutional control over your lawmaking 
body. The other involves the practical certainty of a general 
income tax. Nothing academic here. Nothing about which
